* A quarterly REP drill was/will be held on May 10. This is an afternoon drill starting
at 4 PM.

* DEMA deployed staff members to support Sussex County following the severe
thunderstorms and tornado that occurred on April 1. Supported with damage
assessment teams, damage assessment coordinators, and planning staff.

* A Potassium lodide (KI) Distribution event was held on April 20 from 11:00 AM to
7:00 PM at Volunteer Hose Company of Middletown. Participation from NCC OEM,
DPH, VHC of Middletown, Pharmacy Students, translation services, and DEMA. 235
households/businesses received tablets.



* DEMA participated in a USCG sponsored Seminar/Tabletop Exercise on March 15.
The topic for this exercise was alarge marine firefighting response to a burning oil
tanker at Big Stone Anchorage.

* March 21, DSFS, DNREC, DelDOT, and DEMA participated in a discussion with
numerous fire chiefs across Delaware regarding major rail responses. * DEMA
brought in DHS’ Chemical Security Analysis Center to our monthly training day on
March 21. CSAC’s mission is to identify and assess chemical threats and
vulnerabilities in the United States and develop the best responses to potential
chemical hazards. CSAC supports the homeland security community by providing
a crucial knowledge repository of chemical threat information, design and
execution of laboratory and field tests, and a science-based threat and risk analysis
capability, among other services.

DPH Briefing LEPC Meeting — May 2023

e Dr. Elizabeth (Liz) Brown, a board-certified family physician who has
served as Chief Medical Officer of the Division of Medicaid and Medical
Assistance (DMMA) since 2018, has assumed the role of Interim Director of
the Division of Public Health, effective April 1, 2023. Dr. Brown replaces Dr.
Rick Hong, who has served as Interim Director since July 1, 2022. Dr. Hong



will move into the role of Casual/Seasonal Physician Adviser for the
Division of Public Health.

e DPH held a Family Assistance Center (FAC) TTX on March 20. A FACis a
facility that is established as the result of a mass fatality incident (MFI),
including, but not limited to, an aviation, maritime, highway, pipeline, or rail
accident; natural disaster; or terrorism event. A FAC is a centralized
location built on multi-agency coordination where families of victims can
receive information and support services that have been activated for the
MFI.

e The DPH Strike Team held a TTX on March 22"9. The DPH Strike Team is a
resource to provide technical assistance and training in healthcare
facilities. The team consists of volunteers, state employees from different
departments, who are trained to assist Long-Term Care (LTC) centers and
healthcare facilities with incidents that overwhelm the incident
management capabilities. DPH is planning for a functional exercise in the
fall.

e DPH Office of Emergency Medical Services conducted a Radiological
Medical Surge workshop on May 4. A full day of speakers from the
hospitals shared their radiological response capabilities. A Radiological
Medical Surge TTX exercise is planned for June 1.

e State Health Operations Center (SHOC) remains at Level 2 for COVID-19 but
will likely drop to Level 1 when the Delaware Public Health Emergency
expires on May 11 — the same date the federal Public Health Emergency is
set to expire.
